Grnest Brown appeared before the 
City Council yesterday urging that the 
“wood pile’ or some other form of 
relief work be put into operation as 
soon as possible as there are still over 
one hundred men out of employment 
and twenty-seven of these are nabse- 
lutely destitute. He further stated that 
the men were very happy «and con 
tented on the “wood pile’ work 

Mayor Blatchford stated that it was 
only # very short time ago that Mr 
Rrown uppeared before the Council 
denouncing the “wood pile.” and he 
now wondered what had brought 
nbout such a remarkable change in 
Mr. Brown's and the unemployed's 
mental attitude towards that form of 
relief work Mr. Brown stated that 
the complaints lodged at that time 
covered a period when the most severe 
weather existed, and before the men 
had become accustomed to the worl ! 

Council decided to ask the welfare | 
board to take care of the destitute | 
men for the period of one night. |

club

incial government. ‘This action, Mr. 
Brown asserted, was being contem- 
plated and instructions were issued to 
the commissioners to place the city’s 
position in regard to unemployment 
ugain before the Provincial govern- 
ment.

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CANADA'S GRAIN TRADE. 

The report of the Turgeon commission \ hich 
investigated the grain trade of Canada is an ex 
haustive one, us was to be expected. The investi 
gators evidently took their task seriously, made 
a study of the subject in all its phases, and have

If the telegraphed summary is a fair one, there 
is a good deal in the report that is reassuring and 
little that is directly condemnatory. It is not, in 
any sense, a ‘‘knock’’ for the trading system 
has been built up, or for the regulative means that 
have been taken to prevent abuses. The commis 
sion finds no evidence to support the suspicion 
that grain dealers tamper with officials whose 
duty it is to grade grain nor that the Winnipes 
exchange is operated in other than # legitimate 
and proper manner. IJt is added that bankers and 
importers in the old world regard the Canadian 
eystem of handling grain as being the best tn the 
world from the standpoints of eapedition 
economy. Asa detail the report recommends that 
the grain commission license commission dealers 
fix the schedule of charges they may inake for 
their services, thus putting the trade ba 
similar to that upon which the railway on 

One proposal, which has been forecasted and 
roundly condemned in some quarters, 1s that the 
Government resume control of al! terminal 
tors which have been built with public money and 
turned over for operation to private parties or 
public bodies; and that these be placed under the 
charge of a board responsible to the grain con 
mision. «It was against this suggestion that a 
member of the Vancouver harbor board lodged a 
protest a few days ago. Objections from = such 
quarters tend to strengthen rather thar 
the case for the change being made 

That aside, there is no apparent reason why the 
Yominion should build elevators and turn them 
over to local bodies to operate if that involves a 
loss of Government control over the co: kind 
of service. If terminal elevators are to be run by 
local authorities it would seem to be a sound prin 
ciple that they should be built with fund 
by the controlling bodies. The Dominion having 
rked upon the policy of construction with 
y, this prinetple ean only be applied 
built are by 
the Government and placed under some form of 
administration which will secure ultimate author- 
ity to the people whose money went into them, 

It was not part of the business of the Commis- 
sion to recommend what should or might be done 
to keep the Canadian grain trade in Canadian 
channels. But it is obvious that there has been 
a problem of which the investigators have been 
constantly aware, and both in the report and in a 
memorandum added by one of the members of the 
board the importance of this question is em 
phasized. At present two-thirds of the grain from 
the prairies which goes eastward finds its way to 
United States ports. The incidental benefits of 
the traffic go to United States railways, canals 
and shipping and port interests; while it has b 
claimed that the grade of the grain 
suffers while en route through the admixture of 
grain of inferior quality. 

As an aid to the satisfactory solution of this 
difficulty it is proposed by one commissioner that 
grain be carried to Vancouver and Prince Rupert 
at the same rate, mileage considered, as is charged 
for hauling it to Ft. William. If that proposal is 
adopted the cost of marketing Alberta grain at 
the Pacific poris will be reduced to approximate 
ly sixty per cent. of the present charge. The in 
portance of that to the grower in Alberta is very 
obvious. The saving would be large enough to 
make the difference between a loss and a gain on 
his year’s operations to the Alberta farmer in a 
season when wheat is plentiful and the demand 
sluggish. 

As a measure of relief for the eastern ports it 
{s pointed out that the National Transcontinental 
was built to haul prairie grain to the seaports in 
the maritime provinces, but that If 
used for that purpose.
